Ro bin Ho o d. 
By 
“ educating” 
and uniting the peo ple, Ro bin 
prev ents uncle fro m fo rcing his 
little charges to giv e their estate 
to the ro bbers — in return fo r 
the priv ilege o f being allo wed to 
go o n liv ing. 
Altho ugh o nly 380 perso ns can 
be packed into the tiny Unity 
theater in no rth Lo ndo n, where 
the play is sho wing, 14,000 per­ 
so ns had seen the sho w up to a 
recent date and ano ther 20,000 
are ex pected befo re the run ends. 
Like America’s “ Pins and Nee­ 
dles,” it is an amateur pro duc­ 
tio n, put o n by wo rkers. It gets 
away with murder because the 
theater’s a club (membership 
fee 50 cents) — and thus o ut o f 
reach o f the censo r. 
Sev eral leftist intellectuals are 
listed o n the general co uncil o f 
the theater which say s its aim 
is “ to help in the terribly urgent

TORPEDOED SHIP IS 


Chatham, Mass., Feb. 2 2 ( JP) — 
The Radio Marine Corporation 
today reported receipt of a mes­ 
sage from the S. S. Tu lsa tellihg 
of the torpedoing of a ship, de­ 
scribed as PECC, abou t 200 miles 
sou th of the Azores. The message 
said the v essel was sink ing. 


Radio officials said PECC were 
the call letters of the ship in 
distress bu t th at the Tu lsa did 
not otherwise identify it. 
“S O S from PECC (not listed) 
say s has been torpedoes by u n­ 
k nown su bmarine.”
